Prisoners Commence Coming Back. 
(Associated Press Leased W ire.) 
Paris, July 18 ,—The French this morning delivered 
an attack along the line on the River Aisne as far south as 
the region of Beleau, a front of about 25 miles, and made 
progress at certain points of between a mile and three 
quarters and two miles, the war office states in an official 
announcement. 
The situation on the Marne and the Champagne 
fronts remains unchanged. 
Early today the movement of prisoners captured in 
today ’s offensive started coming in. 
The northern point of attack is the town of Fontenoy , 
a mile north of the river Aisne. In fighting on the front 
of the German offensive the French last night stopped the 
Germans in the face of a violent attack launched south­ 
west of Nanteuil-La Tosse, the Marne and Rheims. At­ 
tacks by German guard units on the Vesle river were com­ 
pletely repulsed. 


Yanks Clear Huns From South Bank. 


By Asso cia ted Press Lea sed Wire 
Washington, July 18 .—General Pershing’s Commun­ 
ique for y esterday reports that on the American sector on 
the Marne the enemy have been entirely driven from the 
south hank of the river, say ing: 
“Our troops have entirely regained the south bank of 
the Marne. Northwest of Chateau Thierry the enemy re­ 
peated their attempts to penetrate our lines near Vaux , 
hut their attacks were broken up by our infantry and ar 
tiilery fire before they reached us. 
“Yesterday in the region of Thiaucourt an hostile air­ 
plane was shot down by our aviators. 
“Section B, northwest of Chateau Thierry , between 
the evening of July 14 and the evening of July 16, the ene 
my made determined but entirely unsuccessful attacks 
against our positions near Vaux . 
“On the night of July 14-15 the Germans carried out a 
heavy bombardment using a great number of gas shells, 
and toward morning the bombardment developed into a 
barrage in the Vaux area. Under cover of this a German 
storming party attacked the village. The sy stem of in- 
filation by groups was used and some groups passed one 
of our advance posts northeast of Vaux . Our troops de­ 
livered a heavy and withering fire and counter attacked 
on the right of the assaulting party . At the same time our 
artillery dropped a barrage in this sector and cut off the 
enemy retreat. The Germans fled, but many of them were 
cut off and 17 were taken prisoner. The enemy at no time 
has penetrated our line. 
“On July 15 the attack was resumed, the enemy put­ 
ting down a box barrage and using gas shells, in the reg­ 
ion of Vaux about 0:50 in the evening, and hostile troops 
attempted to advance, firing.heavily . This attempt also 
collapsed under our infantry fire and creeping barrage, 
which broke up the enemy forces.”

Where Men Embroider. 
Embroidery 
might be 
culled the 
household industry of Japan, and it 
Is an Industry —or nn nrt, perhaps one 
would better say —that has been hand­ 
ed down In the same families for many 
generations. 
Men. as well as women, 
are engaged in the work, which Is 
done iu the homes or in small shops 
where they have a few apprentices, 
usually from three to ten, and a num­ 
ber of skilled embroiderers. 
The um 
jority of the workers are men who 
have been trained as apprentices to 
produce the finer grade of wrok which 
Is demanded by the Japanese people 
There are probably about l,r>00 iu ali 
now engaged iu this Industry , accord­ 
ing to a recent estimate. 
Women do 
embroidery at home in some parts of 
Japan. This is done by the. piece-work 
sy stem, upon which pay ment is based. 
The contractors supply their workers 
with the materials needed, although 
sometimes the wholesale dealer a t­ 
tends to this directly .
